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JOTTINGS FROM THE HEADMASTER’S DIARY, 1965 


JANUARY: The Spring Term opened on January 11th with a new member 

of staff, Mr. Peter Gooding, a specialist in Physical Education from Lough- 
borough College, England. Mr. Gooding taught English, Social Studies and 
as well took charge of the Rugby and Cricket in the school. 
This month closed on a sad note with the death of Sir Winston Churchill. 
On Friday, January 29th, the school held a short memorial service and 
the afternoon of this day was devoted to an essay competition on this 
great man. The competition was won by James Kennedy. The junior 
grades entered a scrap-book contest and the winners were C. Page, D. 
Trottier and B. Titus. 


FEBRUARY: Canada officially raised her new flag on February 15th. On a 

cold overcast day, the school paraded and watched as the School Captain 
raised the new Maple Leaf Banner. The boys in Grades VIII and IX were 
privileged to travel to Royal Roads and watch the Cadets parade at noon 
—with all the pomp and colour a Services College parade can give to such 
an occasion. 
February 22nd was the half term holiday week-end, and a school party 
travelled to Forbidden Plateau to ski. A number of parents, the Head- 
master and P. Kjekstad, G. Finch-Noyes, P. Gudewill, S. Gudewill, B. 
Homer, J. Stockdill, D. Jensen, D. Westinghouse enjoyed sunny skies and 
excellent snow conditions. The week-end was a great success. 


MARCH: On Monday, March 8th, Mr. Alec Robertson died suddenly at the 
school while performing his caretaker’s duties. Only with the school a few 
months, he was always a most friendly and helpful man to have at Glenlyon. 
His place was taken by Mr. L. Steiner. 

The school’s entry in the Greater Victoria Drama Festival this year was 
a spoof on James Bond written by Mr. McNeel-Caird. The play was titled 
“A Capsule of Love’ and was greatly enjoyed by a large audience at 
Victoria High School. The audience still cannot believe that Andrew Nutt 
was the gorgeous blonde in the bikini! 

Academic Honours... Grenville Finch-Noyes was awarded an Open 
Scholarship to Appleby College, Oakville, Ontario, for $1,500 a year for 
four years. He will begin in the new school in September, 1965. 


APRIL: The Spring term ended on April 7th with a Gym Display in which 
every boy took part. Douglas Jensen, (Grade VIII) wins the Greater 
Victoria Science Fair Award for Junior Secondary students. Included in 
his award is a trip to Winnipeg, Manitoba, for the Canadian Science Fair 
Competition. 


MAY: The summer Sports Programme is in full swing including cricket, volley- 
ball, track and field, and sailing. The Sports Day was held at the school 
on May 29th. 


JUNE: The school was visited by Mr. Khan Mohammed, a cricket professional 
from Pakistan, who gave special coaching to our Senior boys. 


On June the 9th the school hosted the Prep School Triangular Track Meet 
at Windsor Park. Alas, we were almost too good hosts and finished third! 
In two sailing’ matches we defeated Brentwood College both at home and 
at Mill Bay. This is our first venture into competition in this sport. 

The Annual Fathers’ Cricket Match vs Ist XI was played on Saturday, 
June the 19th. Messrs. Larsen, Haddon, Finch-Noyes (capt.), Ross-Nutt, 
Slater, Gudewill, Taylor, Mears, Kjekstad, Sanderson and Tyrwhitt-Drake 
represented the fathers. A most enjoyable afternoon was climaxed by a 
return to the Kjekstad home. 

The school year closed on June 23rd with the presentation of Academic 
and Special Awards by His Worship R. B. Wilson, Mayor of Victoria. 


JULY-AUGUST: The summer was devoted to the preparation of a new grade 
III class room, the building of a new block to house the grade VI class 
and Science Laboratory and Art Room—and as well the renovation of a 
new school residence for weekly boarders across from the school on Beach 
Drive. 


SEPTEMBER: The new school year opened on September 9th. New staff

V) and Mrs. M. Perks (Art and Social Studies). 


Mr. T. Robertson was appointed Head of Science, and Mr. P. Gooding, 
Head of Physical Education. The new school captain was Bruce Homer, 
Vice Captain P. Patterson, and D. Jensen, F. Hughes and J. Haddon are the 
School Prefects. G. Bowes, D. Burke, B. Cuppage, T. Gouge, M. Quebec, C. 
Taylor, C. Wade were appointed Blue Tie prefects. 

Mr. Norman Marcus joined Commander H. E. F. Makovski in running 
the Glenlyon School Sailing Programme in which more than 40 boys were 
enrolled. 


Enrolment in the school is a new high of 160 including 10 weekly boarders 
in the residence, under the charge of Mr. and Mrs. T. Robertson.

Wright Academy, Tacoma, Washington, U.S.A., and was happy to return 
their warm hospitality shown us last spring.

J. Angers, Mr. H. Segrist delighted the boys with a 45 minute concert in 
the gymnasium on November 15th. 


DECEMBER: Christopher Wade’s drawing of “McKenzie Entering Bella Coola” 
was selected as one of the 26 British Columbia works of Student Art to 
be shown on the Centennial Train in 1967. 
The term ended with the Annual Christmas Concert—every boy partaking 
in skits and songs and recitations.

THE SINKING OF THE “SEA GULL” 


The Sea Gull as we called it, was a thirty-six foot sailboat. We were on a 
trip across the Pacific Ocean. The wind was getting up from the south and it was 
quite strong.

This 
helped to keep the boat afloat—there was less weight. But when a wave came up 
underneath us she broke in half.

GEMINI VIII 


At 8:41 a.m. on Wednesday, March 16, 1966, Gemini VIII lifted off from 
the launching pad at Cape Kennedy, Florida. The flight had been delayed for over 
a day now because of some malfunction in the Apollo rocket which was to blast 
Gemini into orbit. The objects of the mission were to make a successful and 
controlled space dock with the rocket once in space and to have one of the 
astronauts “walk in space” for two and one half hours. Scott had trained for this 
great achievement for six months, practising in the weightless chamber and 
gynmasium so as to build his physical endurance to a peak. 


On that morning the orbiting seemed to be going as planned. The space 
dock with the rocket was successful except that the increased length of about 
thirty-five feet, was rolling and pitching to the extent that the Gemini capsule 
had to release itself from the rocket. They did however make the successful dock- 
ing showing that refueling necessary for long moon shots could be accomplished. 
An hour after the docking, the main booster rockets of the capsule ceased to work. 
The space walk could not be accomplished safely without control power. At 
approximately five o’clock Gemini fired its re-entry rockets and proceeded into the 
earth’s atmosphere, and landing in the area east of China in the Pacific. The 
mission was a disappointment to Gemini control, but it has put the United States 
one step closer to the moon.
